PROTEST BY ALBANIA 


Unauthorised Penctration 


By British. Warships 


Belgrade, Oct, 30.—Gen Enver 
Hodja, Albanion Prime Minister, has 
sent a telegram. to the Secretary- 
General of the United Nations, pro- 
testing strongly against the “un- 
nuthorised penetration of Beltish 
warships into Albanian waters”. 


Declaring that four British war- 
ships entered Albanian waters on 
October 22, the telegram asserts thit 
they were “attempting to provoke 
ineldents" and: were violnting  Al- 
banlan sovereiinty. 


It added: “On the same day and 
the following day, several British 
planes flew over Albanian territory 
with the alm of Intimidation. and 
provocation.” 

October 22‘was the day when ‘the
